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Fire Prevention 
Safety Adopted 


The safety and fire prevention com¬ 
mittee of the Paio Alto Chamber of 
Commerce, under the chairmanship of 
IJr. Bailey Willis, adopted at tlieir 
meeting last evening a proposed 
amendment to tlie building code and 
recommended its favorable considera¬ 
tion by the board of directors. This 
proposed amendment to the ordinance 
Is based upon the experiences gained 
by several members of the committee 
who have been in Santa Barbara and 
is also the result of considerable ad¬ 
vice and recommendation of many 
men wlio are interested anil informed 
on this sul)ject. The committee also 
ajipointed subcommittees to introduce 
It to other bodies for their considera¬ 
tion and recommended that the docu¬ 
ment lie given publicity. 

This is the first action of this sort 
that has ever been taken by any <’ity 
and gives Palo Alto the distinction of 
being the first community to recog¬ 
nize the eartliijHuke hazard and iake 
steps to i.rovide protection against it. 

Security .\triiinst HarlluiuaKes 

Provisions for security against the 
effec ts of earthiiuake shocks and vi¬ 
brations shall be incorporated in all 
structures built under this code in 
the manner siiecified in tlie following 
paragraiths. Tlie provisions hero 
slated shall govern in case of any ilif-i 
fercnce of interiiretalion between tills 
and Ollier section.s of the code. 

Kiiiiiidiitlon .Miiterlal The natural 
material upon wliiih the foundations 
of a structure stand sliall lie known 
as the foundation material and shill 
be classed under one of three types, 
according to tlieir nature, namely: 
1, firm rock; 11, hardiian, gravel and 
sand In the natural bed; .'!, adobe, 
muck and made ground. 

Karllii|iiakc Force - The carllifiuake 
force shall lie taken as a horizontal 
force acting at the base of the foun 
datlons with an intensity dependent in 
any ca.se upon tlie nature of the 
foundation material. Tlie following in¬ 
tensities shall be taken as the niinl- 
niiim factors to be u.ied In calculating 
tlie slreiys ibal wi^ ,'ie set up ill the 
foundation and superstructure; 

Due. firm rock, intensity, llossi- 
Korel, S; acceleration, feet per second. 
.1; lateral pressure per siiuare foot of 
vertical area above ground, Zb. 

Two. hardpan. gravel and sand. 
Intensity, Bossi-Korel. It; acceleration, 
feet per second, a; lateral [iressure 
per square foot of vertical area above 
ground, .'lb. 

Three, muck or made ground, in¬ 
tensity. Uossl-Korel, lb; acceleration, 
feet per second, 7; lateral pressure 
per square foot of vertical area above 
ground. 1.7. 

I se of Tills Table Calculations of 
the stresses that will be imposed by 
the earthquake force may be based 
either on the acceleration per second 
lier second, or on the lateral pressure 
per square foot. In most cases tlie 
two metliods of calculation give dif¬ 
ferent results. If the acceleration be 
used the mass of the building is in 
volved as a factor in the moment of 
Inertia; if lateral pressure per square 
fool be used It Is the area of the side 
that Is involved. For a building of 
large iiiass but small area the ac¬ 
celeration will give the larger 
sireses and demand stronger construc¬ 
tion. For a building of siiiall mass 
and large area the lateral pressure 
will give the larger stresses and de- 
maml firliier bracing. That exiires 
Sion for tile earlhtiuake force, either 
acceleration or lateral pressure, 
whicli requires the stronger structure 
sliall be used. The figures for the ac- 
ciderallon represent the minimiini 
eartliquake force which can safely be 
assumed as determined from observa¬ 
tions on structures in the California 
earthquake of llibG. The figures for 
lateral iiressure are based on the esti¬ 
mates of the committee which repre¬ 
sented the Sot lely of American Civic 
Kiigineers In the investigation of the 
same shock. 

Keiiring Walls—Bearing walls are 
jiermlssable to a height of 15 feel on 
foundation materials 1 and Z, but 
shall not exceed Zb feel In lieighi on 
foundation materials of class Z. 

.Ilalerlals ami linmilng All mate¬ 
rials and construction shall lie of the 
higliest quality, as provided under the 
terms of this ordinance, and the struc¬ 
ture anil Its parts shall lie firmly tied 
together. In all cases the bonds shall 
be calculated to resist the stress that 
will be set by the inertia of the mass 
moving with the acceleration cor- 
resiiondlng to the foundation material 
us specified In the preceding table, or 
tlie stress corresponding to the equiv¬ 
alent lateral pressure. 

Bearing walls and other walla of 
unit masonry construction shall be 
lied together at the level of each floor 
line from outside to outside of the 
structure, by continuous Iron rods or 
by other bonds of equivalent value 
and shall also be tied to all vertical 
partition walls wherever iiossible. 

Veneer finish, cornices and orna¬ 
mental details shall in every case be

that its early completion will relieve 
the most longestion mid that it will 
serve Hie most people of the stale for 
any similar length of road within the 
state.’’ Chairman Toy told tlie gath¬ 
ering, assembled at the San Mateo 
Woman’s ('lull.

Toy cited the 
fact that Los Angeles has thirteen 
roads of entry inio the city and that 
cities of the I’niled States of the same 
size us San Francisco have averagely 
ten or more.

Much has'been said in connection 
with better transportation facilities 
for the peninsula and many rumors 
are in the air. We publish this week 
an additional comment from the Daily 
News-Leader of San Mateo, with the 
comment that we are of the same 
opinion:

The fact that they 
liave heard notlilng aliout it has 
little to do with iilans of the rail¬ 
road for adding lines to the Pe¬ 
ninsula system and erectiug a 
d-iwntown terminal in San Fran¬ 
cisco.

Plans For Rapid 
Transit Discussed 


It was a representative gathering 
which attended the special meeting 
called by the South San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce in the city hall 
on Monday night to hear Architect 
Louis C. Mullgardt discuss the trans¬ 
portation problem as affecting Sau 
Francisco and the peninsula. Mr. 
Mullgardt read a paper on the sub¬ 
ject, excerpts of which we publish in 
this issue. 

President G. W. Holston of the 
South San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce opened the meeting with a 
few remarks, after which he turned 
matters over to Manager Phil Thomp¬ 
son of that organization. 

After briefly outlining the purpose 
for which the meeting was called and 
in the course of his remarks dwelling 
on the efforts made by the local cham¬ 
ber of commerce towards improved 
transportation facilities. Manager 
Thompson introduced the well known 
architect. 

Mr. Mullgardt, before reading his 
Interesting paper on the subject, took 
occasion to compliment South San 
Francisco on its wonderful progress 
since he was last in th'is city some 
years ago. After his interesting dis¬ 
course Manager Thompson called up¬ 
on various citizens in attendance for 
remarks. 

Mayor Jensen of Lawndale sug¬ 
gested that wider roads down the pe¬ 
ninsula would be one of the greatest 
factors in relieving the present situa¬ 
tion. 

.Mr. Andrew J. Gallagher of the 
Southern Promotion Company gave an 
excellent resume of what had been 
attempted in the past In the way ot 
relieving the traffic congestion. He 
stated that the peninsula’s problems 
were also those of San" Francisco. 

Others who addressed the meeting 
were Judge Bird of Burlingame, Mr. 
Heiser and Mr. Kelly of the Down 
Town Asoclatlon of San Francisco, 
Secretary Marshall of the Mission 
Street Merchants' Association, Vice- 
President 'Walton of the San Francisco 
Chamber ot Commerce. Mr. Thrawl of 
the Burlingame Chamber of (Jom- 
m e r c e. Father Moran, President 
George Clark of the San Bruno Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Mr. G. A. Helmore 
of San Bruno. Mrs. McGinn, president 
of the San Mateo and Burlingame 
Woman’s Club; President Petersen of 
the Burlingame Chamber ot Com¬ 
merce. 

Mr. Thrawl of Burlingame compli¬ 
mented the South San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce in bringing this 
matter to the fore. 

Just before adjournment, on motion 
of .Mr. Gallagher of San F’rancisco, 
seconded by Judge Bird of Burlin¬ 
game, a hearty vote of thanks was ac¬ 
corded Mr. Mullgardt for his activity 
in the traffic problem matter and for 
addressing the representative meeting 
that night in South San Francisco.

Peninsula Transportation Problem as 

It Relates to San Franclseo 
and Its Solution 

By P. R. Thompson, Manager South 
San Francisco t'liamlier of Commerce 

Mr. L. C. Mullgardt. who has made 
a study of the transportation systems 
and traffic conditions of the peninsula 
and San Francisco, presented his*plan 
and recommendations tor the solution 
of this most important problem to the 
peninsula. Including San Francisco, at 
a special meeting of the South San 
F'rancisco Chamber of Commerce, city 
hall. South San Francisco, at 7:45 p. 
m. Monday, July 27. Mr. Mullgardt's 
report In part follows: 

Early in January ot this year the 
South San Francisco Chamber ot 
Commerce appointed a transportation 
committee with instructions to make 
a study of the entire transportation 
system ot the peninsula as It relates 
to San Francisco, for the purpose of 
recommending such improvements or 
readjustments ot schedules and 
routes as would Improve the service 
and reduce the time between South 
San F'rancisco and San Francisco. 
The committee immediately ararnged 
with Mr. Mullgardt to make this study. 

His plan largely eliminates the con¬ 
gestion on San Francisco's principal 
streets—Market and Mission. 

“This plan contemplates the con¬ 
struction ot an overhead roadway in 
the business center of San Francisco, 
extending east on Market Street to the 
Embarcadero, then looping south and 
west into Mission Street, then return- 
to street grade level near Twelfth 
Street, these two main overheads be¬ 
ing connected by two additional loops 
at convenient points west ot tbs 
Embarcadero, for instance Fremont

Other crossroads 
may, of course, be included at any fu¬ 
ture time. 

“The entire overhead system would 
be provided with such inclines as. 
necessity would determine. Additional 
inclines can be added at any future 
time. 

"Overhead roadways provide the 
lower roadways with a sun shade or 
an unbrella; depending upon the 
weather. It is contemplated that ali 
heavy and slow traffic be regulated 
to use the lower roads and that all 
pasenger and rapid, light weight traf¬ 
fic shall be assigned to the overhead 
roadways, with the added privilege of 
using the lower roadways whenever 
desired. 

‘The superimposed live loads on the 
overhead roadways will not exceed the | 
established requirements of office: 
buildings and garages, therefore the 
structures may be comparatively light 
and inexpensive. All of the struc¬ 
tural elements will be accessible and 
therefore easy to preserve.” 

Mr. Mullgardt reports that "over¬ 
head roadways may be built within a 
few months’ time.” 

The adoption of the “Mullgardt 
plan” would seem to indicate that the 
most practical and feasible immedi¬

TRAFFIC CONTROL 
VERY IMPORTANT 

Matter of Right-of-Way on 
Streets Still Continues 
Paramount Issue. 


(Bt C. B. AtJOI,. Prcildcnl NatlansI 
Safety Council.) 

Tlie first automobile brought with It „ 
a complex problem which has In¬ 
creased In complexity until at the j 
present time It affects, directly or In¬ 
directly, every Inhabitant of this coun¬ 
try. There are now 17,700,000 auto- 
mohllea registered In the United ; ; 
Btates. and It ts estimated that by 
lOnO there will be 30,000.000. There Is 
one automobile for every sir people 
in this country. Cities were almost i 
■wholly unprepared to meet this new 
age of transportation, and the question , ^ 
of traffic control has risen suddenly In «■' 
Importance. Almost anyone who trav- ~ 
els the streets of our largo cities either 
afoot or In the cushioned seats of an 
autoinoblle realizes the vast necessity 
for adequate means of controlling 
traffic. 

Right-Of-Way Question. 

One of the quibbles of motorists and 
pedestrians is: Who has the right-of- 
way? A poet with an ample sense of 
humor has written an ode to the man 
■who died maintaining his right-of-way. 
I.aws have lieen pns.sed In an attempt 
to define tlie mutter of the rJght-of- 
wiiy on the streets, hut still It contin¬ 
ues ns a pnriimoiint Is-siio In the traffic 
control problem. 

It Is demonsiriiled dnlly In the larg¬ 
er dlies that proper eontrol and su- 
Iiervlslen of Irallle has resulted In 
fewer aeeldents. Elimination of left- 
hand turns, segregation of street irafile. 
pedestrian eontrol, traffic ofiieers, 
s.viK'lii'onizeii trallio lights, and numer¬ 
ous other devices have been Invented 
to lessen the luizanls to life and llmh. 
I’.usj- streets where traffic Is thus con¬ 
trolled have iniieli fewer aeeldents. In 
proiiorlion to the iiiimher of velileles 
anil pedestrians, tlnin uncontrolled 
streets hate. 

Traffic-Control Problem. 

A feature of the irallie-eontrol prote 
lem Is the iniTeusing Importance of 
meehanleally operated eontrol. The 
trallle officer Is la.. a huge bur¬ 

den of expense t«i the larger cities. In 
the eonuesled dlslrli'ls there are some¬ 
times as maii.v as four or more ofiieers 
on each of two or three shifts siiper- 
t islng the triifile at one iiilerse< tion.
